(3)  Urged  support  of  the  principle 
of  public  housing,  and  called  on  * 
Northern  Baptist  churches  to  study 
the  several  plans  at  present  before 
Congress  "with  a  view  to  Intelligent 
support  of  adequate  housing  legisla¬ 
tion.” 

(4)  Recommended  that  Northern 
Baptists  Join  with  other  denomina¬ 
tions  In  promoting,  during  June,  Dis¬ 
placed  Persons  Action  month. 

(5)  Favored  the  amendment  of  the 
Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  to  In¬ 
crease  the  minimum  hourly  rate,  and 
urged  the  states  to  ratify  the  child 
labor  amendment. 

(6)  Called  for  total  abstinence  and 
elimination  of  all  forms  of  liquor  ad¬ 
vertising. 

A  resolution  urging  the  Conven¬ 
tion’s  arrangements  committee  t« 
take  action  against  hotels  that  prac¬ 
tice  racial  discrimination  was  referred 
back  for  further  study.  It  is  expected 
to  be  presented  at  next  year’s  con¬ 
vention.

They  have  looked  about 
them,  found  needy  situations  and 
supplied  that  need.  Many  churches  ^ 
have  been  organized  as  the  result 
of  such  effort.  This  plan  should  be 
more  generally  adopted. 

Current  Operations 

Tlie  goal  for  current  o|>enitions 
for  all  Southern  Baptist  Agencies 
is  $-1  million.  This  is  for  the  suj>- 
port  of  our  agencies  as  at  present 
constituted.  Every  dollar  of  it  is 
needed.  This  amounts  to  only  66 
cents  per  year  jier  Baptist  for 
South  wide  causes. 

Capital  Needs 

If  the  goal  of  $10  rViillion  is 
reached,  $2  1-2  million  will  be 
used  for  the  capital  needs  of  the 
various  Southwide  agencies.  All 
of  them  are  sorely  in  need  of  en¬ 
larged  facilities  in  order  to  belter 
carry  on  their  God  commanded 
work. 


A  Poor  Practice 

So  far  as  we  know,  God's  only 
plan  for  giving  is  tithing  and  of¬ 
ferings..  We  are  unable  to  find 
any  scriptual  support  for  church 
sponsored  oyster  suppers,  ice 
cream  suppers,  or  oilier  money 
making  devices. 

Recently  in  The  State,  a  weekly 
paper  publislted  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  and  edited  by  Carl  Goerch, 
there  appeared  a  short  article  on 
“Church  Socialities.”  Mr.  Goerch 
“hits  the  nail  on  tlie  head."  He 
says, 

“Every  time  a  church  organiza¬ 
tion  holds  some  kind  of  a  social 
affair  such  as  a  tlirkey  dinner,  a 
bazaar  or  some  similar  event  it 
advertises  to  the  world  that  its 
members  are  too  stingy  to  pay 
their  church  dues. 

“And  that,  it  might  be  added, 
is  extremely  poor  advertising. 

-  “Not  only  that,  but  in  staging 
these  dinners,  or  in  selling  various

In  our  contacts  throughout  the 
state,  we  often  hear  individuals 
use  the  overworked  phrase,  “We 
can  have  a  good  this,  that  or  the 
other  organization  in  our  church 
because  the  people  won’t  supfiort 
it.”

Every  institution  need*  a  group  of 
sponsors  who  will  stand  behind  it  at 
all  times.  Because  of  this  need  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  is  beginning  its  $1,000 
MinimBm  Endowment  Plan  It  1s  a 
program  to  enlist  a  large  number  of 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  college  who 
will  give  a  substantial  gift  ($1,000  or 
more)  to  the  endowment.

CATHOLIC  BROADCASTERS  URGED 
TO  PROMOTE  DIOCESAN  STATIONS 
By  Religious  News  Service 

SOUTH  BEND.  Ind. — Every  Roman 
Catholic  diocese  In  the  United  States 
should  have  "at  least  one  broadcast¬ 
ing  station,”  the  third  annual  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Catholic  Broadcasters 
Association  was  told  here. 

William  A.  Coleman,  chairman  of 
radio  and  television  at  Fordham  Uni¬ 
versity,  New  York,  said  "the  public  in¬ 
terest,  convenience  and  necesity  will 
be  well  served  in  any  diocese  where  a 
Catholic  station  is  established  to 
bring  to  the  air  worthwhile  entertain¬ 
ment.  objective  commentary,  and  the 
spiritual  solace  of  Catholic  philoso¬ 
phy.” 

He  said  frequency  modulation  had 
opened  almost  unlimited  possibilities 
for  such  public  service  broadcasting, 
and  added  that  “television  cries  out 
for  use  by  Catholics  as  a  potent 
medium  of  social  and  religious  educa¬ 
tion. 

Coleman  called  on  associational 
groups  in  all  parts  of  the  nation  to 
suggest  the  appointment  of  diocesan 
directors  of  radio  and  television  “to 
coordinate  locally  the  work  of  the 
radio  apostolate.” 

He  stressed  the  need  for  such  direc¬ 
tors  by  saying  that  “no  station  mana¬ 
ger  in  the  United  States  should  ever 
be  in  the  position — as  many  have  been 
in  the  past — of  wanting  a  good  Catho¬ 
lic  program  to  round  out  his  schedule 
and  of  not  being  able  to  obtain  ane 
easily.” 

Once  such  a  director  has  been  nam¬ 
ed  by  ecclesiastical  authorities,  Cole¬ 
man  said,  the  CBA  should  lend  him 
“every  support.” 

“Better  coordination  of  efforts, 
worthwhile  publicity  and  promotion, 
and  the  increase  and  improvement  of 
Catholic  broadcasts  will  all  result 
from  this  simple  program  of  Catholic 
Action,”  he  declared.

On  August  T  I  spoke  five  times  In 
Quitman  County  on  the  beer  ques¬ 
tion.  Their  crusade  was  at  white  heat 
working  toward  the  election  set  for 
August  16.  I  spoke  In  Marks,  Walnut, 
Darling,  Lambert.  Lock  Station,  and 
Cryder.  Two  of  these  places  were 
reached  on  a  previous  visit.  The  ad¬ 
vocates  of  legal  beer  were  putting  up 
a  great  fight  having  established  of¬ 
fices  In  Marks  where  outside  men 
came  Into  the  county  and  led  the 
campaign. 

Their  propaganda  is  enough  to  dis¬ 
gust  any  worthy  citizen.  They  put  out 
a  pamphlet  containing  their  propa¬ 
ganda.  and  on  the  cover  page  they 
had  a  cartoon  with  a  minister  knock¬ 
ing  on  Quitman  County  door,  and 
standing  by  his  side  a  bootlegger  and 
crime.  They  represented  the  preacher, 
bootlegger,  and  crime  as  buddies 
working  together,  under  the  caption, 
"WHO’S  THAT  KNOCKING  AT  OUR 
DOOR?”  This  Is  an  outrage  to  human 
decency.  They  are  themselves  boot- 
leggers  and  are  of  the  under-world, 
and  the  preachers  are  leading  a  cam¬ 
paign  against  them.  Yes,  they  will  be 
carrying  Bibles  next. 


In  their  pamphlet  they  say  that 
"If  legal  beer  to  voted  out,  this  bev¬ 
erage  of  moderation  will  be  driven 
into  the  hands  of  bootleggers  who 
will  sell  to  young  and  old  alike — let’s 
keep  beer  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
bootlegger.  Let’s  keep  it  in  the  hands 
of  respectable  retailers  who  will  ob¬ 
serve  the  rules  of  public  decency."  On 
a  recent  Saturday  night  since  the 
beer  campaign  has  been  under  way, 

I  walked  Into  a  restaurant  on  the 
main  street  of  Marks,  and  at  least  a 
dozen  teen-age  boys  and  girls  were 
seated  around  the  table  guzzling  beer. 
This  same  thing  was  seen  In  other 
places  in  their  county.  The  good  citi- 
gens  know  that  these  conditions  pre¬ 
vail.  It  to  passing  strange  that  even 
the  under-world  would  try  to  pass  off 
such  propaganda  as  that  when  the 
people  who  read  It  know  that  there 
to  not  a  word  of  truth  In  It.  No  de¬ 
cent,  respectable  citizen  engages  in 
the  business.  They  do  not  abide  by 
law  and  decency.  They  do  not  knaw 
what  that  means. 

God  hasten  the  day  when  the  dam¬ 
nable  liquor  and  beer  traffic  shall  be 
outlawed  throughout  our  nation.

Oldtime  Religion  Defended 
Dislikes  Robertson  Travesty

The  preview  of  Archie  Robertson’s 
forthcoming  book  That  Oldtime  Re¬ 
ligion.  given  in  Life,  June  13,  1949, 
generally  speaking,  is  an  Insult  to  the 
Baptists  of  a  generation  ago.  It  may 
be  that  not  having  yet  had  opportun¬ 
ity  to  read  the  book  in  its  entirety 
we  are  unfair.  But  we  have  seen 
enough. 

The  sum  total  result  is  to  produce 
h  travesty,  a  burlesque,  a  rather  Ir¬ 
reverent  caricature  of  some  deeply 
sincere  people  called  Baptists. 

We  sat  in  class  under  Archie  Rob¬ 
ertson's  father,  "Dr.  Bob.”  We  know 
the  manner  of  man  he  was.  We  grew 
up  in  a  Baptist  family  very  similar 
to  the  one  he  describes.  Our  father 
ministered  to  Baptist  churches  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  for  over  forty  years,  and  left 
us  two  years  ago  for  a  better  field. 

We  are  quick  to  assert  that  there 
were  positions  he  maintained  in  his 
early  ministry  which  we  have  out¬ 
grown.  As  children  we  resented  the 
disciplines  of  religion.  We  dragged 
ourselves  to  church  unwillingly  many 
time.4,  falling  asleep  in  the  pew  many 
times  toward  the  end  bf  the  long  se¬ 
ries  of  services.  But  since  then  we 
have  seen  babes-ln-arms,  asleep,  com¬ 
ing  out  of  motion-picture  theatres  at 
eleven  o'clock  at  night  and  have  won¬ 
dered  which  generation  of  parents 
had  a  more  .proper  sense  of  values. 

Since  then  we  have  come  to  hold,  with 
Phillips  Brooks,  that  when  an  adult 
man  says  he  does  not  go  to  church 
because  his  parents  made  him  go  as 
a  boy  he  is  reflecting  discredit  and 
dishonor  upon  devout  and  sincere 
parents  who  were  earnestly  desirous 
that  he  experience  the  best  and  shpre 
the  high  tradition  of  his  race. 

We  are  the  first  to  admit  that  there 
were  many  things  about  religion  in 
our  childhood  which  could  stand  im¬ 
provement.  The  music  was  not  in  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  class;  nor  were 
the  buildings  up  to  the  finest  archi¬ 
tectural  standards.  Beauty  often  was 
ravaged,  and  dignity  and  order  out¬ 
raged.  The  intellectual  level  of  the 
ministry  stood  about  at  the  intellec¬ 
tual  level  of  the  people  and  naturally 
those  with  more  cultivated  tastes  were 
frequently  disappointed. 

But,  even  among  Baptists,  all  this 
has  changed,  or  is  fast  changing. 

Music  has  steadily  improved.  Some  of 
the  newer  Baptist  churches  are  archi¬ 
tectural  gems.  Some  of  our  Baptist 
churches  have  such  dignified  and  among  C! 

stately  services  that  a  high  church  having  a 

Episcopalian  would  be  quite  happy  in  aerve  w 

availabe. 

However,  the  point  is  that  oldtime  . _ 

religion  had  certain  vital  strong 
points,  without  which  our  modern  re¬ 
ligion,  with  all  its  fine  music,  beauti¬ 
ful  architectural  setting  and  care¬ 
fully  appointed  service,  will  be.  and 
often  is,  "but  sounding  brass  and  a

A  School  Out  Of  Its  Field 
The  school  to'which  he  plans  to  go 
s  one  of  the  most  scholarly,  Bible- 
oving  and  respected  in  its  field.  But 
ts  field  is  not  in  cultivating  the 
ipiritual  gifts  of  Baptist  preachers, 
t  is  an  Independent  and  Inter-

Occasionally  its  graduates  make

ill  the  Bible  and  other  essential  re- 
ated  subjects  that  could  be  taught 
rim  there.  If  he  says  he  did.  mark 
um  off  your  list.  He’s  not  safe  with 
he  truth. 

There’s  A  Whole  Lot  To  It 

It  takes- time  enough  to  learn  what 
he  Bible  says.  Dale  Moody  made  the 
joint  in  the  recent  Preacher's  School 
it  Howard  College  that  it  was  time  to 
jet  back  to  the  New  Testament 
.•ocabulary — and  make  the  Bible  say 
what  it  says,  not  including  man-made 
footnotes.  A  student  can  study  and 
compare  the  several  English  transla¬ 
tions.  He  may  be  able  to  get  a  fair 
jrasp  of  what  the  Old  Testament  said 
'n  its  original  Hebrew. 

He  may  learn  what  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  teachers  in  the  original  Greek. 

He  can  study  history,  learning  how 
different  peoples  and  races  hav.e  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  gospel  message,  or  er¬ 
rors  in  its  presentation,  and  the  re¬ 
sults  caused  thereby.  All  this  is  need¬ 
ful  so  that  modern  preachers  will  not 
preach  thousand-year-okl  sermons 
and  ciaim  they  bear  specifically  on 
events  in  the  20th  Century. 

He  can  learn  something  of  Baptist 
principles,  applications  of  Bible  doc¬ 
trines.  which — when  viewed  in  light 
of  a  good  Bible  background— will 
make  him  love  his  own  people  more, 
not  less. 

His  Ultimate  Discipline 
He  can  learn  all  and  then  some  In 
either  of  our  seminaries — if  that  is 
what  he  wants  to  learn.

My  dearest  Daughter: 

Your  father  and  mother  are  very 
concerned  about  your  future  happi¬ 
ness.  We  feel  sure  that  you  have  shown 

good  judgment  in  selecting  the  young 
man  that  you  want  to  marry.  Yet  the 
fact  that  he  is  a  Roman  CathoUa 
means  that  he  has  certain  obliga¬ 
tions  to  his  church.  These  he  must 
live  up  to  if  he  is  to  be  considered 
married  in  the  eyes  of  his  church. 

One  obligation  is  that  he  be  mar¬ 
ried  by  a  Roman  Priest. 

You  must  sign  a  contract  agreeing 
that  all  children  that  you  may  have 
be  reaied  as  Roman  Catholics.  This 
contract  is  unfair.  un-American  and 
anti-scriptual,  and  an  insult  to  your 
Baptist  faith. 

On  Sunday  mornings  you  will  go 
to  church,  and  your  husband  and 
the  children  will  go  to  another 
church  to  "Mass.”  Sunday  night  you 
will  want  to  go  to  your  church  but 
there  is  no  Roman  Catholic  service 
so  they  will  either  stay  home  or  at¬ 
tend  a  movie.  Your  husband  cannot 
come  to  your  church  for  a  service 
for  that  would  be  a  “mortal  sin”  in 
the  eyes  of  his  church. 

When  you  sec  your  little  boy  “mak¬ 
ing  his  first  communion,”  your  heart 
will  go  out  to  him  and  yet  you  will 
not  be  able  to  tell  him  that  Jesus  can 
save  him  by  faith.  You  will  not  be 
able  to  instruct  your  own  flesh  and 
blood  about  Jesus  The  Sisters  of  the 
Church  will  take  care  of  that  for  you. 
Your  husband’s  relatives  will  care 
for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  your  chil¬ 
dren. 

You  know  that  you  have  been  saved 
and  your  husband  does  not  believe 
that  he  cam  be  saved  until  he  passes 
through  a  place  that  they  call  Pur¬ 
gatory.  Yet  yon  will  not  be  allowed  to 
tell  your  husband  that  he  too  can 
be  saved  by  faith  in  Christ. 

Before  you  were  born  we  dedicated 
you  to  the  Lord.  We  well  remember 
that  morning  when,  with  tears  in 
your  eyes,  as  the  pastor  gave  the  in¬ 
vitation  you  walked  forward  and  ac¬ 
cepted  Jesus  as  yoqr  personal  Saviour. 
Time  will  never  erase  the  memory  of 
your  baptism.
